806.05(c)). in the instant case, the combination as daimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination(s) II and I II 
is/are different embodiment(s) separately usable from the combination of invention L 
The subcombination of Invention 11 has separate utility such as a transfer scheduler . 
The subcombination of Invention III has separate utility such as a notification handle r.
